This dial also shows the distance 
of the earth from the sun the longest 
and shortest days of the year, and 
signs of fact zodiac.

The works of this clock are con- 
stantly moving. 

Mr. Burke devoted two years and 
five months to the study in planning 
forecast* the weather 24 hours in ad- and building thi» clock. All thedials 



tronomlcai movements, and each 
[\part of the inechnnism is so accu- 
I rately arranged that one movement 
L operates the entire machanism. 

The clook is 11V* feet in height and 
30 inches wide. The cast is of beau- 
ful manogony. 

The clock indicates sweep seconds, 
minutes and hours. 

At the top of the clock is a highly- 
sensitive baro meter, which accu rately 



vance. 

The barometer movement is en- 
tirely independent ol the clock move- 
ment. Directly underneath the ba- 
rometer and embraced in the move- 
ment of the clock is a globe which 
represents the earth, making its 34- 
hour revolution, passing around a 
stationery sun, standing in front ot 
the globe. 

In the same mechanism there is a 
small moon passing around theglobe 
every 24 hours and +9 minutes, thus 
representing the rising and setting 
of the moon. This is one of the most 
intricate and interesting parts of the 
clock. 

Following the globe and further 
down on the clock is a large dial 
which is built on the 24-hour sys- 
tem, indicating the 24 hours, from 1 
to 24. 

Next is a large dial representing 
central time. Grouped within the 
circle of this dial are four smaller 
dials representing Eastern, Western, 
Pacific and Klondike time. In the 
large circle surrounding the central 
time dial are cat efully and accurately 
arranged twelve dials showing cor- 
rectly the times in a number of prin- 
cipal cities in various parts of the 
world, including Madrid, London, 
Parjs, Berlin, Cape Town, Constan- 
tinople, St. Petersburg, Calcutta, 
Pekin, Manilla, Victoria and Hono- 
lulu 

The most completely and ingenious- 
ly arranged parts of theclock are the

There is not a more useful im- 
provement in our town than the 
Light Plant, without it we would 
be left in total darkness to grope 
our way the best we could while 
with it we have more ihan Hfyt 
street lights located in various 
parts of the town to guide the 
feet of the traveler by night, 
besides all the stores, olticesand 
many of the residences are light- 
ed up with electric lights Hill's 
doing away with the offensive 
odor of the kerosene and the 
annoyance of cleaning lamps. 

Now the time of year is rapid- 
ly approaching when many will 
feel that they can do without 
the service of the electric plant 
until the long evenings set in 
next fall. This is an injustice 
to the company and an imposi- 
tion upon them to have the com- 
pany furnish the consumers with 
lights during the long winter 
nights when they were compelled 
run from fifteen to seventeen 
hours per day to give the service, 
and then as soon as the days 
lengthen and the nights become 
shorten to notify the company 
"cut out the light." 
We had a conversation a few 
days ago with the Superintend- 
of the plant, and he told us 
that he wanted to keep the plant 
going, and if the people would 
stay with him he would conti 
to make lights for the city, but 
he also told us that he had great
